Charles Russsell, who has been dele- 


Bated to hand Sir Thomas' challenge to 
the New York Yacht club, \\ill. there- 
fore, leave Lowdon today In oilier to 
confer with the officials of the Yacht 
Hating association. If he firwJs they 
have no Juris<i'!etii^ in the matter he 
will ask them to officially announce that 
fact forthwith. 


Immediately after the question is de- 


cided the challenge will be signed by the 
Royal Ulster Yacht club and will be ca- 
bled to New York. The same cable dis- 
patch will announce that Mr. Kussell in 
sailing lor the United States to exchange 
views with the officials of the Nc\\ 
York Yacht club. Later, probably on 
Aug. 24, representatives of tlie Koyal 
Ulster Yacht club wil lalao .start for New 
York fur the purpose of signing the 
contract for the contest. 


Messrs. Upton and Russsell and the 


builder and the designer of the yacht 
which Is to compete for the America's 
cup had a three hours' conference this 
morning. In which they discussed de- 
tails in connection with the Shamrock.

"Of one thing I am quite certain, What- 
ever may be the result of the raci.-, 1 
shall have no cause to complain of the 
treatment of my fellow sportiiiveu across 
the Atlantc.

of Ihe individual lives lost, but it means 
much from the standpoint of the mili- 
tary elllrleney of the iluwer uf the Ameri- 
can army, for the great bulk of the reg- 
ulars are here with you. 


The sick list, large though 't is, ex- 


ceeding 400ft. affords but a faint index 
of the debiWati'in uf the army. Not JO 
per cent, are fit for active work. 
Six 


weeks on the north Maine coast, for m- 
(stancc or elsewhere, where the yellow 
fever germ c/«rihot possibly propugate, 
would make us all as fit as fightiiif; eu< ks, 
able as we are anil eager tu take a 
leading part iu the great campaign 
against Havana in the fall, even if We 
are not allowed to try Porto Kioo. 


We can be moved north, if moved at 


once, with absolute safety tu the coun- 
try, although, of course, it would have 
,be/en infinitely better if we had been 
'moved north or to Porto Rico tuo weeks 
lago. If there was any object in keeping 
us here we would faoe yellow fever with 
as much indifferviice as we face bullets. 
But there la no object in it. The four 
immune regiments ordered here are suffi- 
cient to garrison the city and surround- 
ing towns, and there is absolutely noth- 
ing for us to do here, and there has not 
been since the city surrendered. It is 
jmpossible to move Into the interior. 
Every shifting of camp doubles the sick 
rate in our present weakened condition, 
and, anyhow, the interior i" rather worse 
than the coast, as I have fo\md by act- 
ual reconnoisance. Our present camps 
are as healthy as any camps at this end 
of the island can be, 


I write only because I cannot see our 


men, who have fought so bravely and 
who have endured extreme hardship and 
danger so uncomplainingly, go to de- 
struction without striving so far as lies In 
me to avert a doom'as fearful as it is 
unnecessary and undeserved.

After Colonel Roosevelt had taken the 


initiative all the American general offi- 
cers united in a. round-robin addressffl 
to General Shatter. It reads: 


We, the undersigned officers command- 


ing the various brigades, divisions, etc., 
pf the army of occupation of Cuba, are 
of the unaimous opinion that this army 
.should be at once taken out of the island 
of Cuba and sent to some point on the 
northern seacoast of the United States, 
that it can be. done without danger to the 
people of the United States; that yellow 
fever in the army at present is not epi- 
demic; that there ar« only a few sporadic 
teases, but that the army is disabled by 
malarial fever to the extent that its effi- 
jciency is destroyed, and that it U in a 
condition to be practically entirely de- 
stroyed by an epidemic of yellow fever, 
which Is sure to come tn the near future. 


We know from the reports of compe- 


tent officers and from personal obserya* 
tions that the army Is unable to move 
Into the interior, and that there are no 
facilities for such a move if attempted, 
and that it could not be attempted until 
too late. Moreover, the best medical 
authorities of the inland say that with 
our present equipment we could not Uv«
